All: Please check out the attached summary entitled "BOT project update 26March09" from JVS. This is a brief 
overview of the results of the Test of Adult Basic Education (TABE) given to 46 BOT participants this Month. 
The results are very informative and a bit alarming given the low educational levels of our participants. 
According to the test, the majority of our participants who took the test (43%) scored at an early/late elementary 
school testing ability level. In addition, the majority of BoT participants tested at a 5th grade reading and math 
level. JVS is recommending that any health care careers training program developed would need to first 
increase the educational levels of the BoTers and focus on occupational healthcare jobs that do not require a 
high level of basic skills. 

Also, attached is the Harder report on the job skills assessment of BoTcrs administered in February, The biggest 
take away from this report is that 90% of our participants have a high school diploma or GED (page 4), but as 
noted in the above mentioned JVS report the majority of them only have a 5th grade reading and math level. 
Another point of interest in the Harder report is that less than 10% of the BoTers have used Microsolf word, 
excel, access or the Intemet/email in a work setting (page 10) which makes sense given that the majority of 
BoTers have only worked in retail or the food service jobs which also makes sense given their levels of 
education and training. To review the "conclusion and recommendations" sections of the Harder report see page 
12 . 

I am meeting tomorrow morning with JVS, Harder, SETU and Goodwill to plan next steps for this project based 
on these assessment results.
